MOTION by Trustee Mezydlo, and seconded by Trustee Daluisio, to approve the 

Fire/EMS calls from Sept. 19 – Oct. 2, 2015.  Carried. 
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MOTION by Trustee Retzlaff, and seconded by Trustee Warmus, to authorize CEO 

Czechowski to attend the New York Planning Federation Conference, April 17-19, 2016, 

in Saratoga Springs, NY.  This is a budgeted item.  Carried. 

 

MOTION by Trustee Warmus, and seconded by Trustee Daluisio, to set a Public Hearing 

for an Application for Special Permit for 13374 Broadway, for the purpose of hearing 

comments on the proposed expansion of use of the subject property for automotive 

collision work/paint booth operations (current use of the property is for automotive 

repair, service, and sales).  Public Hearing to be held at 7:45PM on Tuesday, November 

24, 2015.  Carried.

REPORTS FROM COMMITTEES/DEPARTMENTS: 

Superintendent Sitzman – 3 bids were opened for the Elm St. Project, they are being 

reviewed by the engineer.  Parking ban is in effect starting Nov. 1. 

Mayor Manicki – grateful the county took the lead on the tax freeze, without the work 

they did, it would’ve taken our resources, for the meager rebate that will be received.  

The tax freeze will end in 2016, but the tax cap will remain.  We would like to recognize 

our First Aid Emergency Services Department: responding to a call on Oct.1, at Tops 

Markets.  The Chiefs Rick Greis, Dave Siegel, and Eric Maderer along with Bob 

Rimbeck, Josh Zelak, Rene LeBlanc, Todd Gaffney and Brian Ticht revived a cardiac 

arrest.  They should get recognition for the job they do.  Last year the squad responded to 

324 first aid calls, 155 transports.  We need more people to be interested in EMS 

Services.  Recruits are needed to operate 2 ambulances in a volunteer capacity.
